They were satisfied with 
the reservation made for the companv, 
and returned to the office of Secretary 
Boyd » here the contract was formally 
signed a few minutes before noon. 


The gentlemen returned tD Canton 
this afternoon, and will be in Cosboc- 
ton to make a start next 
week. 


Work 
on the plant 
will begin 
at once, and it will be completed 
within three months if the weather 
will permit buildiag operations. The 
company is anxious to have the main 
building under roof as soon as possi- 
ble. 
The cost of the factory is not 


given out, but it is said its cost will 
not be less than $25.000. The factory 
will be modern in every particular 
and will be arranged in order that the 
greatest product can be obtained with 
the least labor. Its output to start 
will be 100 gross per day. 


It is not knojrn how maay men will 
be brought here from a distance, but 
the number will be enough to add ma- 
terially to the citv's population.

The annoyance many persons are 
compelled to endure because chickens 
are permitted to run at large in the 
city during certain seasons of the 
year has prompted Doctor McNaught- 
on to move an amendment to the long 
misdemeanor ordinance now before 
council. 
He would have chickens 
kept within bounds during the entire 
year, and the section will be added to 
the ordinance when next it comes up 
in council. Many persons hare com- 
plained and the doctor has tbeir 
hearty support in his effort to im- 
prove 
the 
sanitary condition of 
streets and alleys where chickens are 
prone to wander.

MeetMf. 


The membership of the Elks is be- 
ing increased by leaps and bounds 21 
names having been 'passed upontavor- 
ably at the last meeting. Six new 
names were presented and will be 
acted upon in the near future. The 
pleasant quarters of the organization 
in the Rogers building attract many 
members every evening, and Cosbcc- 
ton lodge has' gained a high place 
among the secret societies of the city.

The delay and inconvenience occa- 
sioned by starting the work of street 
improvement after the pretty weather 
ofiiumater isguneha* been the sub- 
ject of much discutcton in council and 
out of it, but the responsibility can 
not a* a rale be laid to that body. 
Time te required to push through a 
paving project, and weeks that should 
see the work progressing often pass 
with nothing done because the re- 
quired legal torn is being followed out. 
This usually sees fall and bad weath- 
er at hand before the contract is com- 
plete, and the general public is prone 
to object to the inconvenience to 
which it is subjected. 


For this reason council wants all per- 
sons having paving petitions in band, 
or who expect to have them next year, 
to proceed with the work at once and 
present the petitions at the first 
meeting after the necessary number 
of 
signatures have been secured. 
The 
preliminaries 
can 
then 
be passed through during the winter, 
and when summer comes the contract- 
or can go to work with the assur- 
ance that he will not be hampered fcv 
bad weather. 


The paving projects at present be- 
ing considered provide for a large 
amount of work next year. The 
Cherry street ordinance has been 
given its first reading, and will be 
passed long before work can be done 
on the contract. That insures the 
completion of the paving before next 
falL The Chestnut and Main exten- 
sions are short, but they too may go 
over until next year. A plan is on 
foot to-pave ^Fourth, and it Is proba- 
ble the petition will be presented to 
council hi the near future. Many 
property owners are anxious to have 
the work done, and want the prelim- 
inaries passed through before sum- 
mer begins. It will be one of the most 
important Improvements in the city 
next year.

It was the purpose of the 
board to follow the law and give 300 
votes to each precinct, but this was 
found impossible. Two precinct* will 
be short of that number. 
The First precinct is made ap of all 


the territory north of Main and west 
of North Fourth and includes Canal 
Lcwlsville. It contains more than the 
required number of votes. 


The Second is bounded by Main and 
South Fifth and Includes all the ter- 
ritory to the township, line. It will 
not have 300 votes. 


The Third Is by no means regular. 
The line is from North Fourth on 
Main to North Seventh, along that 
street to Chestnut, to North JEUghth 
to the 
line. It Is one of,-the 
small precincts and has less than 300 
votes. 


The Fourth is bounded by Orange, 
Cambridge and South Fifth streets. 
The Fifth is made up of all the ter- 
ritory lying north of Main and East 
Chestnut and east of >"orth Seventh 
and North Eighth. 
The Sixth begins with South Fifth 
at Main and extends south to Orange 
and east to the township line. All 
persons living east of Cambridge are 
In this precinct. 


As stated in THE AGE this arrange- 
ment is only made for the November 
election, and will be changed when 
council divides the city into wards.

An address recently delivered In Lon- 


dou to the economic science and sta- 
tistics section of fee British associa- 
tion by Sir Itbbert G iff en. F. B_ S.. has 
been the subject of much comment. 
says the New York Sun. Sir Robert 
took as his topic the statistics cf pop- 
ulation and urged especially the im- 
portance of studying the records of 
the census which have now existed iu 
most European countries and among 
peoples of European origin for a cen- 
tury. Political ideas and speculation 
are, be argued, necessarily colored by 
ideas originating in such records, and 
political action, internationally and oth- 
erwise. would be all the wiser if the 
records were more carefully observed 
than they are and the lessons to be de- 
rived widely appreciated and under- 
stood. 


lie then took as bis first broad fact 


the enormous Increase of the popula- 
tion of European countries and of peo- 
ples of European origin during the 
nineteenth century- At the beginning 
of the last century this population, ex- 
clusive of South American countries 
and Mexico, was about 170.000.000. 
At its close it was about 510.000.000. 
Analyzing this aggregate Increase, it is 
fou:id that the growth of the United 
•.States alone is from a little over 5.000.- 
COU to nearly SO.OOO.OOO and of the 
English population of the British em- 
pire from about 15.000.000 to 55.000,- 
UOO. Germany and Russia also show 
remarkable growth— from 20.000.000 to 
50.00O.OUO in the one case and from 40.- 
OOO.COO to 135.000.000 iu the other— 
partly due to annexation, but the 
growth of France is no more than from 
25.0CO.OOO to 40.000.000. 


The effect of this, says Sir Robert 


Giffen, necessarily is to assure the pre- 
ponderance of European peoples among 
the races of the world — to put. aside 
completely, for Instance, the night- 
mares of yellow or black perils arising 
from the supposed overwhelming mass 
of yellow or black races., these races by 
comparison being stationary, or nearly 
so. Equally it follows that the relative 
position of the British empire, the Unit- 
ed States. Russia and Germany has be- 
come such as to make them exclu- 
sively the great world powers, although 
France, for economic reasons, notwith- 
standing the stationariness of its pop- 
ulation, may still be classed among 
them. When one thinks what interna- 
tional politics were only a hundred 
years ago — how supreme France then 
appeared, how important were Austria, 
Italy, Spain and even countries ifke 
Holland, Denmark and Sweden— we 
may surely recognize that, with a com- 
paratively new United States on the 
stage and with powers like Russia and 
Germany come to the front, the world 
is all changed politically as well as eco- 
nomically and that new passions and 
new rivalries have to be considered. 
The figures also suggest that for some 
time at least the changes going on most 
accentuate the change that has oc- 
curred. 


According to the latest figures, there 


is no sign that either in France or any 
other European country which has been 
comparatively stationary has any move- 
ment of population commenced which 
will reverse the change, while a large 
growth of population goes on in the 
leading countries named. This growth. 
it is alleged, is going on at a diminish- 
ing rate, but in the next generation or 
two there is practically no doubt that 
the United States will be a larger inter- 
national factor than it is, both abso- 
lutely and relatively, and that Russia, 
Germany and the English people of the 
British empire will also grow, though 
not in such a way. apparently, as to 
prevent the greater relative growth of 
the United States and notwithstanding 
perhaps some relative changes of minor 
character among themselves. The for- 
eign nations, then, with which the 
British empire is likely to be concern- 
ed in the near future are Russia. Ger- 
many ancj the United States, and other 
powers, even France, must more and 
more occupy a second place, although 
France for the moment, partly in con- 
sequence of its relations with Russia. 
occupies a special place- 


Sir Robert Giffen then draws atten- 


tion to tbe increasing dependence of 
European nations upon supplies of food 
and 
raw 
material 
obtained 
from 


abroad- What is true of the United 
Kingdom is true in a greater or less de- 
gree of other European countries. Es- 
pecially is it true in a remarkable dt^- 
Erree of Germany, which is becoming 
increasingly industrial and manufac- 
turing and where room for expansion 
in agriculture is now very limited. 


The import of foreign food into Ger- 


many increased in the ten years ISSS-'.-S 
by just 100 per cent. The imports « f 
raw and semimanufactured materials 
into Germany in tbe same period in- 
creased by 49 per cent- Germany and 
the United Kingdom are thus becom- 
ing more and more alike. What their 
position is to be economically and oth- 
erwise relatively to tbe United States. : 
which is at once the main source cf 
supply and a competitor with European 
countries in manufactures, is obviously 
a matter of no little interest, said Sir 
Robert Giffen and added: 


"As a believer In free trade I am sure 


that nothing but good will come to all 
tbe countries concerned If trade is iater- 


<end wit* a* littte a* famrttifa I* tar- 
iffs and corensfteBt recmlatioM*. I h*» 
U«Te. moreover, that tbe practice of 
free trade, whatever tbetr theories may 
be. will unavoidably be accepted bj all 
three countries before long. Obviously, 
however, as tbe new tariff IB Germany 
indicates, there 1* to be a great strug- 
gle in that country before tbe situation 
is accepted, and if some of tbe people 
in this country had their way, notwith- 
standing our long experience of free 
trade and Its blessings, we should eren 
have a straggle here." 


Sir Robert tben considered another 


point of riew from which these facts 
should be studied In tbe following pas- 
sage: 


"We are accustomed, and rightly so. I 


think, to consider naval preponderance 
indispensable to tbe safety of the em- 
pire and especially indispensable to tbe 
safety of the country from blockade 
and from the Interruption of iu com- 
merce, which would be- our ruin. Bat 
our position hi this respect is apparent- 
ly uot quite exceptional. Less or more 
our continental neighbors and especial- 
ly Germany are in tee same boat. In 
tbe event of war. if they could not 
make up the loss by traffic over their 
land frontiers, they would be just as 
liable to suffer from blockade and in- 
terrupted commerce as we are. It la 
conceivable, moreover, that iu certain 
wars some of the countries might not 
be able to make up by traffic over their 
land frontiers for blockade- or interrup- 
tion of commerce by sea. I should ap- 
prehend, for instance, that Germany, if 
it were victorious by sea In a war with 
France, would insist upon Belgium and 
Holland on one side and Italy and 
Spain on tbe other side not supplying 
by land to France what had been cut 
off by sea. One or more of these conn- 
tries might be allies of Germany from 
tbe first. 


"Contrariwise France and Russia. If 


at war -with Germany and tbe triple al- 
liance, might practically seal op Ger- 
many if they were successful at sea. in- 
sisting that the Scandinavian countries 
and Holland should not make up to 
Germany by land what bad been cut 
off by sea. Germany In this view, 
apart from any possibility of rupture 
with this country, has a case for a 
powerful fleet. It is not quite so much 
liable to a blockade as we are. but 
there is a liability of the same kind. 
The question of naval preponderance 
among rival powers may then become 
rather a serious one. If preponderance 
is to be nearly as essential to Germany 
as it is to this country, who is to pre- 
ponderate! What our practical action 
ought to be in the premises is a ques- 
tion that might easily lead us too far 
on occasion like this, but the facts 
should be erer present to the minds of 
our public men. We may be quite cer- 
tain that they are quite well known 
and understood in the councils of tbe 
Russian. German, French and other 
continental governments."

Sigsbee's Correction. 


Lieutenant Commander Sharp read

Spanish ships emerged from the har- 
bor, witness said the Brooklyn hoist- 
ed th« signal, "enemy attempting to 
escape." Captain Sigsbee took the 
stand to correct the testimony of the 
day before. He wished to state that 
it would not hare been impossible to 
coal on May 26. 1898. but thought it 
weald hare been very dangerous. He 
did not and never had stated that 
Commodore Schley was blockading 25 
miles out to sea. 


Lieutenant James J. Doyle, who 


was watch officer on board the Brook- 
lyn, was next called. In response to 
Questions by Captain Lemly, Lieuten- 
ant Doyle said that during the battle 
off Santiago he had had charge of the 
two west turrets. He had. he said, 
written the log giving the account of 
the battle as there recorded, but after- 
wards an addenda had been made by 
the engineer. When the Brooklyn 
steamed westward, witness was first 
in the port turret and then in the 
starboard turret- 


The witness then, in response to a 


request to the court, read that part 
of the log book which relates to the 
turning of the port helm, as follows: 
"At 9:30 went to quarters for muster 
and inspection and immediately after- 
wards the Spanish squadron was no- 
ticed coming out of the harbor. The 
leading ship, the Maria Teresa, flag- 
ship, opened fire at once This ship 
(tbe Brooklyn) and the other vessels, 
namely, Texas, Oregon, Indiana, Iowa, 
Vixen and. Gloucester, engaged the 
enemy at once. The enemy stood to- 
wards us at first, then put helm aport 
and stood alongshore close in to tto 
westward. We engaged with port bat- 
tery at first, standing in for the Maria 
Teresa, the Colon and the Viscaya, 
all three of which we engaged, bnt 
just as soon as the enemy stood to 
the westward put helm to port, swing- 
ins"— a little interlineation h«r« — 
'•clear of the fire of the Texas, so as 
to bring th« starboard battery to bear 
and stood parallel to the enemy." 


Change In th« Log. 


The -witness stated that the original 


entry in the log had made it appear 
that the helm was put to starboard in- 
stead of to port, as it appears in the 
permanent log. The change, he said, 
had been made on July 5, two days 
after the action. 


Asked why he changed it. Mr. Doyle 


said: "I changed it after I had a dis- 
cussion with Sharp. 
I had been un-

helm. Sharp was aboard the Brook- 
lyn on July 5 to luncheon with us and 
I had a discussion with him that day 
on the subject.

Organization of the 
union was brought about by the dis- 
content of the men over the com- 
pany's action in requiring the surety 
bond of conductors and motonnen. 


Enlargement of Carnegie Plant. 
Fittsburg, Oct. 3.—The enlargement 


of the Carnegie plant, which was de- 
cided upon before the organization of 
the United States Steel corporation 
was effected, is shortly to be made. 
The recent control of the Bethlehem 
Steel company, secured by President 
C. M. Schwab, is believed to mean, that 
these two armor-plate concerns are to 
be held by the United. States Steel 
corporation. The enlargement of the 
Carnegie plant will cost about $3.000.- 
000. The tonnage of this plant will be 
nearly doubled. 


Strikers Arrested. 


Tampa, Fla., Oct. 3.—The police 


were ordered to begin a vagrancy cru- 
sade against the striking cigarmakers. 
Patrol wagons were kept busy and 
more than fifty were arrested. The 
men were given the privilege of-re- 
turning to work in the factories or 30 
days on the streets. No opposition was 
offered the police, but many - sullen 
crowds were encountered and driven 
to the police station. The work will
